OKLAHOMA CITY, March I.— 
Blizzard-swept 
from 
the northern 
border to the south»>m, \>jth the 
brunt ot the storm falling in the 
western 
half, 
Oklahoma 
Tuesday 
hight continued in the grip of tbs 
most severe winter storm, in two 
years, with the lowest temperatures 
for a two_year period predicted for 
Wednesday morning. Snow fell iii 
nearly every section of the state 
during the day and was reported 
drifting badly in the open sections. 
Wire communication, by telephone 
and telegraph, was paralyzed in 
many sections, particularly west and 
southwest of Oklahoma City, but 
little interruption in railroad or in­ 
terurban traffic had been reported.

Today’s intricate 
bookkeeping systems are only com­ 
binations of methods of the past, de­ 
veloped to the point of greatest 
efficiency. 
There is one place on earth where' 
a record-keeping method of the past 
refiles to be supplanted by modern 
system. 
This is among green olive 
pickers, near Seville, Spain, the only 
section in the world where green 
olives of proper size, texture and 
flavor for marketing can be grown. 
Green olives are bought from the 
growers by the curers. 
As a rule, 
neither grower’s nor curer’s represen­ 
tative can read or write. 
So they 
make use of a curious recording sys­ 
tem that has been handed down from 
one generation to another. 
A piece of olive branch, from six 
to eighteen inches long, is the “ledger” 
on which record is kept. 
When the 
pickers deliver ten bushels of olives 
to the curer’s representative, the lat- 
-ter notches a Bornan “X” on the olive 
branch “ledger,” which is presented by. 
the representative of the grower. If, 
later in the day seven additional 
bushels are brought in, he cuts a di­ 
agonal line for five bushels and two 
upright lines for the remainder. 
At the end of a day’s work. or 
sometimes at the end of several days, 
the stick is split lengthwise, care be- 
jng taken that the upper half of an 


“X” shows on one section of the split 
stick and the lower half on the other. 
Curer and grower each retain a half 
section. 
% 
Each keeps a piece to keep the 
peace; for, when the that for cash 
settlement arrives, any dispute as to 
the amount of olives picked on a cer­ 
tain day is immediately settled by 
comparing the two sections of their 
primitive ledger. 
The notches on each half must cor­ 
respond.. Olive growers occasionally, 
yield to the human failing of trying 
to get more than belongs to them. 
They cut an extra notch or two la 
their half of the stick in the hope 
that the buyer will not bother to ques­ 
tion their record. However, the buy­ 
ers are alert, aud generally such at­ 
tempts to pad an account are detected 
merely by joining the two halves and 
comparing marks. 
Any notch that 
does not register on both halves mast 
have been cut on one after the stick 
was divided.
